It’s been 26 years since 

ed Heartbreak House, the 
Bernard Shaw play Newton 
considers one of the great¬ 
est in the English language. 

Revived for the 50th sea¬ 
son of the Shaw Festival and 
again directed by Newton, 
last week’s opening was a 
towering tribute to the 
internationally acclaimed 
festival and all it has accom¬ 


plished since. 

It is a play of hyperbole, 
larger than life, difficult to 
contain in the constraints of 
the theatre. The emotions, 
the eccentricities, the mys¬ 
teries—even the set, at once 
a home and a ship of both 
decadence and decay—are 
over the top, exaggerated. 

And as earnest as it can 
be, it is also witty in typical 
Shaw humour—the clever 
one-liners are just as comic 
and clever today as they 
would have been in the days 
in the peculiar world of a 
very odd family who made a 
mockery of high society in 
1916, war-tom England. 

The play begins with Ellie 
Dunn (Robin Evan Willis), 
clearly out of her element, 


arriving for a visit to a coun¬ 
try house only to find no 
sign of her friend, or that 
she is at all expected. 

It soon becomes obvious 
that this is the way of the 
household of eccentrics, 
who don’t stand on cere¬ 
mony or worry about the 
etiquette that was so impor¬ 
tant in the day. 

When we meet Captain 
Shotover (Michael Ball), he 
seems disturbed at the lack 
of decorum in his strange 
abode, but it quickly 
becomes obvious that he is 
as unconventional as the 
rest of the household, if 

As we are introduced to 
the rest of the cast, we try to 
untangle the web of liaisons 


and unorthodox romances: 

Ellie is engaged to rich (or 
maybe not) businessman 
Boss Mangan (Benedict

And the one who is not 
pursuing anybody, who 
seems long past worrying 
about such relationships as 
he waits out whatever years 
are left to him, is Captain 
Shotover, who nevertheless 
comes out the winner in the 
relationship department. 

As charming as they are 
unconventional, it is hard to 
fault them their bad behav¬ 
iour—they are being hon¬ 
est, and although Ellie 
offers the label of ‘heart¬ 
break house’ for their grab 
bag of broken relationships, 
no one actually seems to be 
hurt. Rather it seems that 
they use their trysts as a 
relief from boredom—even 
the encroachment of the 
outside world, the bombing 
that comes too close to 
home at the close of the 
play, is such a welcome 
diversion that Hesione 
hopes it will come again the 
next night. 

Eccentric characters are 
embraced by strong actors: 
three hours of dialogue pass 
at a brisk pace, thanks to the 
talented cast and Newton's 
direction, and a set that 
elicits gasps of amazement 
in the third act, combining 
to offer a compelling piece 
that demonstrates why, 
after 50 years, the Shaw 
Festival is still filling theatre 
seats and has every reason 
to expect to continue doing 
so for the future.

It all takes place in a run¬ 
down bedroom in a planta¬ 
tion home one hot sum¬ 
mer's eve in the Mississippi 
Delta. 

Tennessee Williams' Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof, which 
first debuted on stage in 
1955, is about meeting 
expectations and societal 
demands. 

The Shaw Festival’s pro¬ 
duction, directed by Eda 
Holmes, is riddled with dark 
comedy among dark social 
commentary. 

It builds slowly, taking the 
time to introduce its charac¬ 
ters. By the second and 
third acts, the audience 
learns every character has a 
secret, at odds with the por¬ 


trait of perfect family health. 

The play opens with 
Maggie and Brick, and a 
marriage on the rocks. 
Brick's alcoholism and sug¬ 
gestions of latent homosex¬ 
uality confuse and frustrate 
his wife. Yet Maggie's will¬ 
ingness to procreate for the 
sake of Brick, his family and 
their fortune, keep her faith¬ 
ful. 

It's Brick’s indifference 
toward Maggie’s efforts 
which collides with the 
image they seek to keep that 
drives the narrative of the 
play. 

Brick’s father, Big Daddy 
tries to be tolerant of Brick's 
confusion and his crum¬ 
bling marriage, but is dis¬ 
tracted by his own fears of 
death. 

The central theme is, as 
Brick calls it, mendacity. 
Everyone has something to 
lie about. The lies begin to 
spread and cause an explo¬ 
sion of emotion in the finale, 
leaving the audience with an 
exhilarating uncertainty.

the effects are inspired and 
fitting. Lighting, sound 
effects and music are advan¬ 
tageously used to create ten¬ 
sion and to draw the audi¬ 
ence into the troubled lives 
of Big Daddy and his family. 

Moya O’Connell, playing 
Maggie, is strong, delightful 
and shows a strong pres¬ 
ence on the stage.

Research of SIDS, a leading cause of 
infant death, requires financial support 


L osing a child is a heartbreak only 
those who have suffered it can 
comprehend. 

The rest of us just shake our heads in 
sorrow and wonder how any parent 
endures such anguish. 

The Paldus family have endured. 
They lost their baby boy Shayne to 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome, the 
label given to an unexpected death of 
an apparently healthy infant, when he 
was just nine months old. 

Just as others like them must, they 
have learned to deal with their grief in 
their own way. 

Some parents blame themselves or 
each other. Their guilt can last forever. 
Some look to others to blame. It’s espe¬ 
cially difficult when there is no defini¬ 
tive theory or answer that explains a 
loss from SIDS or that will put an end 
to more such tragic deaths. 

Ongoing research is necessary to 
shed new light on the possible causes 
and solutions, although there are 


known risk factors and ways to mitigate 
those risks. 

Canada loses three children a week to 
SIDS, but there is no government fund¬ 
ing for research to prevent it. 

For the Paldus family, dealing with 
the pain of losing Shayne and keeping 
his memory alive means raising money 
for the Canadian Foundation for the 
Study of Infant Death, which supports 
research of SIDS. 

Every few years Paul Paldus, a local 
bass player and event organizer, puts 
together a fundraising concert. This 
year he hopes to raise $20,000 at 
SIDStock, Sunday's day-long musical 
festival in St Catharines.

Next InfoHealth session at library to look at orthodontics for adults

Why are so many adults, 
including seniors, visiting 
orthodontists? 

Twenty to 25 per cent of 
those who walk into an 
orthodontist’s office are 
adults, says Martha Brown 
of Fonthill Orthodontics. 

Dr. Bill Brown, the 
organizer of monthly 
InfoHealth sessions at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library, has asked 
his daughter, who recently 


opened a Niagara practice, 
to talk about the growing 
interest in orthodontics for 
adults, and what surprises 
may await them when they 
enter the office. 

Her talk will answer the 
question, "why are so 
many people of different 
ages wearing braces on 
their teeth these days,” she 

"I’m sure we have all 
noticed the demographic 
shift and the appearance of 
middle-aged-plus adults 
sporting brackets and 
bands on their teeth.” 

While people have 
become more concerned 
about their smiles and 
their appearances, braces 
have become much less 
onerous and more appeal¬ 
ing, attracting people in 
their 40s, 50s and 60s who 
are self-conscious about a 
less-than-perfect smile. 

“They come in seeking 
treatment as an adult for 



“And there’s no more 
metal-mouth, those 
unsightly braces that 
adults would never accept. 


Seeking straight teeth is no 
longer an oddity for an 
adult, it’s an investment 
people make for them¬ 
selves. But if we were still 
limited to the choices of 
the 70s and 80s, they 
wouldn’t be seeking treat- 

Orthodontics has 
become a high-tech, com¬ 
puter-driven speciality 
which bears little likeness 
to the “railroad tracks" of 
the past, says Brown. 

"Most who experienced 
that are glad to forget it.” 

And those who remem¬ 
ber are unlikely to seek 
treatment without know¬ 
ing a little about the 
options available today, 
with modern develop¬ 
ments in materials and 
techniques that make 
seeking the perfect smile 
popular, including 

Invisalign, a technique that 
moves teeth without 
braces at all, modem radi¬ 


ography, computer analy¬ 
ses and robots bending 
space-age wires. 

“When people come into 
the office to talk about 
braces, they are often really 
surprised that they can 
have treatments they don’t 
have to feel self-conscious 

But it’s not all about 
appearances, says 

Brown—orthodontics has 
taken on a new role in gen¬ 
eral dentistry. Dentists are 
referring patients to an 


orthodontist for surgery to 
make room for implants, 
crowns or other restorative 

“There are changes we 
can make in the mouth to 
make it healthier for future 
decades—changes that 
have nothing to do with 
esthetics and everything to 
do with dental health." 

Brown will be at the 
NOTL Public Library to 
talk about orthodontics for 
adults Wednesday at 2 p.m. 
and again at 7 p.m.

their baby in their car, while 
asleep in a car seat, and 
even parents who were 
watching a movie, their 
baby sleeping between 

“We don’t know why this 
happens, but I believe 
research is coming close to 
finding a cause, and when 
that happens, It’s only a 
matter of time before we 
learn how to prevent it. But 
that takes money.” 

So Paldus continues to 
work with the Canadian 
Foundation for the Study of 
Infant Deaths, to help fund 
research and to make other 
parents aware of SIDS, to 
one day put an end to par¬ 
ents losing seemingly 
healthy babies. 

There is not a day goes by 
that he doesn’t think about 
Shayne, he says. He handles 
his grief by trying to do 
something positive, through 
his love of music. 

“This is my way of dealing 
with my loss,” he says. 

“It’s part of the healing 
process to do something 
about it. Everyone mourns 
in a different way. I try to do 
what I can to help young 
parents and grandparents, 
so they won’t have to go 
through this." 

A musician and event 
organizer, he plans concerts 
to raise money. Each one 
gets bigger and takes more 
organization but the promo¬ 


tion gives him a chance to 
talk about SIDS and Shayne, 
and to keep his son’s memo- 

Two years ago Paldus, a 
bass player with the 
Traveling Beer Bellies, 
brought the Pete Best Band 
to Niagara and raised 
$10,000 for CFSID. 

This year, he has eight 
bands volunteering their 
time for SIDStock, which 
will be held on Saturday, 
June 4, at Puddy's Bar and 
Grill, at 36 Wright St. in St.

You can’t watch over your 
children 24 hours a day, says 
Paul Paldus, father of four. 

And even if you could, 
you're not safe from SIDS. 

He and his wife Alison lost 
their son Shayne to Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome in 


2006, when he was just nine 
months old. 

He knows that there are 
still babies dying in Canada 
every year of SIDS, and 
while there are theories 
about why some babies just 
go to sleep and never wake 
up, and ways to protect 
against that happening, 
more money is needed for 
research. 

Paldus says he has spoken 
to parents who have lost

she will always have it 

But that doesn’t stop her 
from believing that the libera¬ 
tion treatment that has been 
the subject of such controver¬ 
sy and debate has also been 
the miracle she was hoping 
for—for her, though not, she 
cautions, for everybody. 

A process to unclog veins 
from iron build-up that pre¬ 
vents blood from draining 
from the brain efficiently is 
still being studied in Canada. 


It has been touted as a treat¬ 
ment that could reduce the 
debilitating fatigue of MS suf¬ 
ferers and reverse some of the 
symptoms, and had Martin 
believing, along with thou¬ 
sands of others, that her 
dream for a cure was about to 
come true. 

It’s a simple procedure 
similar to angioplasty put for¬ 
ward by Italian doctor Paolo 
Zamboni, but without 
Canadian research to back up 


his claims, the procedure is 
not offered to MS patients in 
this country. 

Martin, although advised 
by her Toronto doctor to be 
patient, wasn’t going to wait 
for Canadian research. She 
put herself on the waiting lists 
of several climes in the US 
that were offering the treat- 

With MS, she says, time is 
not on your side. 

While some MS sufferers 
have travelled 
overseas for the 
procedure, Martin 
simply crossed the 
border to the 
Cardio Vascular 


Institute of Rhode Island. 

It took about an hour and a 
half to have the angioplasty 
performed on several sites of 
restricted blood flow in both 
her left and right jugular 
veins, she says. 

When first diagnosed with 
the disease more than 30 
years ago, she had been seek¬ 
ing help for episodes of 
numbness and pain in her 
feet and legs, stumbling and 
falling, and suffering the 
overwhelming exhaustion 
that is caused by relapsing 
and remitting MS. 

At 62, she had learned to 
live with the symptoms, the 
good days and bad, but was 


always in fear of what was 
around the comer for her. 

She hoped from this proce¬ 
dure to be rid of the constant 
pain in her feet—she would 
have been more than satis¬ 
fied with that result 

Instead, the difference she 
felt immediately was in her 
head—for the first time in 
years, she felt like the fog had 
lifted. 

She describes herself pre¬ 
treatment as always feeling 
sluggish and groggy, as if 
from lack of sleep, even 
when she had just woken up 
from 12 hours of sleep.

That feeling was gone 
immediately, she said—she 
felt completely clear-headed, 
and could even hear out of 
one ear that had previously 
been blocked. 

Although her feet felt 
somewhat better, she still had 
some pain. But since the 
treatment two months ago, 
they have steadily improved, 
with only the occasional 
twinge at night now. 

And the overwhelming 
exhaustion has gone, so 
much so that she is constant¬ 
ly on the go, sometimes over¬ 
does it, often has only six 
hours of sleep, and still feels 
much better than she used to 
on 12 hours of sleep. 

To those who offer the 
placebo effect as an explana¬ 


tion for the people who find a 
benefit from the treatment, 
she says she had no expecta¬ 
tion that it would affect her 
hearing, or clear her mind— 
those were surprise bonuses. 

And if believing the treat¬ 
ment works has made her 
feel as good as she does, she’ll 
take it, she says, recalling 
words of doctors about the 
importance of a positive atti¬ 
tude. 

Her husband John 
Kaloyanides says their lives 
have changed drastically— 
they no longer have to sched¬ 
ule downtime every other day 
so Gail can recuperate. They 
can make plans for the future 
without worrying about her 
energy levels. 

“She just wanted some 
relief from nerve pain, but 
what she got was so much 
more than that It’s incredi¬ 


ble, the change in her." 

And all this for $6,500— 
that was the total cost of the 
treatment 

Considering MS sufferers 
can pay $1,600 to $2,000 a 
month for drugs, some with¬ 
out benefits to help with the 
cost, that seems a small price 
to pay, Martin says. 

She understands that there 
are contentious, disputed 
issues about the treatment, 
that there is a process to fol¬ 
low, that Canadian doctors 
can’t rush to a conclusion. 

But she also knows the 
frustration of thinking there 
might be a treatment that 
offers some relief, but that to 
some, it’s out of reach—and 
that as they wait and their 
condition worsens, the treat¬ 
ment becomes less effective. 

Her doctor at the Rhode 
Island clinic told her that 


one-third of those with MS 
who have had the treatment 
at the clinic found some ben¬ 
efit, one-third reported sig¬ 
nificant benefit, and one- 
third experienced no benefit 
at all. 

She has spoken to some 
MS sufferers, and their family 
members and care-givers 
who also are tremendously 
affected by the illness, and 
has heard their heart-break¬ 
ing stories about having the 
treatment, to no avail. 

She chose to accept the

It's no secret Niagara-on- 
the-Lake is filled with a 
deep and rich history. 

The community was cen¬ 
tre stage for the War of 1812.

anecdotes to make history 
entertaining—the tours 
won't just be facts and 
dates.
